Plans are being talked about 
for a grading and packing center 
with cold sturage and a market- 
ing center near our neighbor- 
hood for the fresh fruit trade— 
such as strawberries shipped as 
fresh fruit and sweet cherries 
sprayed fur long keeping and 
shipping and all other fruit, es- 
pecially apples, grown for the 
fresh fruit trade. 

Spraying for brown rot an 
sweet cherries will be studied 
and practiced. A study will be 
made of containers for the var- 
ious fruits. Fruit will be prepar- 
ed for sales for the heavy buyers 

More will be known about de- 
finite plans after the spring 
meetings are over. 

We do have opportunities for 
shipping fresh fruit, especially 
strawberries, sweet cherries and 
apples. Much is on the way in 
favor of fruit growers. 

Notice, I left out peaches. Our 
season is late for the general 
overall peach trade. Home trade 
likes the early varieties that we 
grow, but when the northern 
Michigan demand is filled, the 
trade stops abruptly. However

in the county 17 years before, 
and a few had followed, settling 
in the valley region, they had to 
be pretty hardy souls, for there 
was still a good dea) of big tim- 
ber and the roads (so called) 
were more like cow trails, wind- 
ing in and out among the trees, 
zo that when some one driving 
oxen and wagon attempted the 
steeper hills, they had to con- 
tend with an impending possi- 
bility of a tongue over tailgate 
misadventure. 

This then was the country as 
John Craig; lately a railroad of- 
fice employee of Glasgo, and his 
family, saw it when they arrived 
at the end of their journey.

treacherous waters of the Great 
Lakes. Changing boats at Char- 
levoix they took to the inland 
water route and finally arrived 
in East Jordan. 

After some time spent with 
Catherine Craig’s brother, Lau- 
chlin MaClean, they decided to 
settle in Antrim County: and 
the final selection was a well si- 
tuated place in Jordan Valley, 
on the section line, with a small 
ereek on it and good rich soil. 

After clearing a small plot of 
land Mr. Craig erected a small 
leg house which -was to shelter 
them for several years, Those 
years were not easy ones — 
farming is never easy, and to at- 
tempt to support a family of 
7 on a farm that was mostly vir- 
gin timber kept them working 
from daylight to dark every day. 

By the early 1900's John 
Craig had doubled his acreage 
by adding another plot he had 
obtained through negotiation 
with a neighbor and had now 60 
acres under cultivation and had 
his farm well stocked with sheep. 
cattle, hogs and horses, the lat- 
ter being a specialty with him, 
for horses were at a premium at 
that time. 

It was about this time too that 
he homesteaded another 40 acre 
strip of swamp land, and from 
this strip he took logs for lum- 
her to build a new and larger 
home. It was from here too that 
the eldest son Jack obtained 
lumber to build on his place, the 
furm he had bought joining his 
fathers and on which he settled 
with his wife, Mabel Richard, 
whom he mariied in 1901, 

These years were happy ones, 
but ther happiness was not un- 
mixed with sorrow for in those 
years their second son, Angue 
who was 23 years of age, in the 
prime of life and the heighth of 
expectation was fatally injured 
and a 
few years later James the fourth 
son also lost his life in a hunting 
accident. These were hard blows 
but some how they held up with 
a true Scottish perserverance. 

After a long and full life Ca- 
therine Craig passed away in 
1915, and John followed only 3 
years later, leaving 8 sons, Jack 
Charlie and George. 

Charlie and George stayed on 
tre farm keeping up the house 
and tending the fields until 1942 
when Charlie passed away, leav- 
irg George on the farm alone. 

Jack who was living with his

The records do not indicate that 
any act of the City was ever sym- 
pathetic, or even impartial, to my 
side of the case; but rather the 
effort was totally bent towards 
the interests of the other side, 
law and human rights notwith- 
standing. I suddenly ceased to ex- 
ist as a friend, a citizen and a 
tax payer, and even as a human 
heing, with a heart like your own. 

I have a perfect legal and moral 
right to refuse to present my case 
before the city attorney, and I 
hereby petition the City Council 
that Mr. Downs be disqualified to 
advise the Council, directly or in- 
directly, on any point pertaining 
to this case. Mr. Downs should

I have just received a commun-

that the city attorney is engaged 
to advise the council on questions 
and the council could not agree to 
discuss my complaint in his ab- 
sence. 

This indeed is another crushing 
‘decision handed to me by or in 
the name of the City of East Jor- 
dan. During the many years that 
:I have lived in East Jordan I 
j have endeavored to live a life 
-worthy of the citizenship. 

1 It was not my intention to 

| slight the Board of Appeals, or 
any other branch of the city gov- 
ernment. The Zone Board is ap- 
pointed by the Council, the same 
as other boards, and it becomes a 
part of the city government for 
which the Council is responsible. 
I reason out that any citizen is 
privileged to present his problems 
to the City Council, and in turn 
then the Council may refer the 
subject to the Board that is ap- 
pointed to handle the subject in 
behalf of the city. The responsi- 
hility of the elected council does 

i not cease at this point 

I did not ask the city council 
to consider the subject. But I 
was glad when Mrs. Nowland told 
me that she would present it to 
vou, and I still thank her. The 
Council should have one its own 
initiative asked for all the facts 
in the case, since everyone knows 
, that this is not a small matter, 
and the city is directly involved. 
Certainly the Council is in no 
‘position to make any decision

, of Mr. Downs, the City Attorney, 
, and in his absence the office lady 
told me that she would have him 
phone me that afternoon upon his 
return. [ received no call. 

On Monday evening, October 

10, some meeting was held in the 

| Presbyterian church, During this 
evening Mr. Seiler came to our 
house, and announced himself as 
executive secretary of some board 
ithat had jurisdiction over all 
;churech activities, and that he 
came to express regret that grie- 
j vance was caused and to rectify 
things if possible. He asked for 
me to say exactly what caused the 
grievance, and I replied that we 
had no other grievance than any- 
one else would have under the 
circumstances, and specifically 
that the structure was too near 
our house, spoiling our pleasart 
surroundings, and would shade 
our windows, reduce light and air 
entering our home. 

Mr. Seiler replied in substance 
that there should be no difficulty 
in solving this problem, that the 
church had plenty of room and 
could and would move the project 
ten or twenty feet south if nec- 
essary toward resolving the mat- 
ter in a friendly manner. I thank- 
ed him with a deep feeling of 
gratitude, and we both went to 
the south door to see about what 
would be fair. It was dark and we 


of the structure to our house. | 
was assured by both Mr. Rogers 
and Mr. Downs that in all other 
respects the proposed building 
would comply with the law. Next 
day I received a copy of an order 
giving the church permission to 
continue, provided project is 
moved to at least 10 ft. from our 
lot line. 

My attorneys discovered that 
the proposed building did nol cun- 
form to the Ordinance. I again 
phoned Mr. Seiler that I would 
have to go to court unless we 
could discuss the subject toward 
a solution, I followed Mr. Watson 
around the yard toward the same 
end, and the only reply was “what 
goes with the city attorney is all 
right with me.” I had an attorney 
write Mr. Watson that it was not 
my wish to go to court, that I 
wanted it resolved in a friendly 
manner through discussion, as was 
originally promised me, and he 
recommended that Mr. Watson 
contact me towards a discussion. 
This was ignored. Construction 
continued. 

While the City Attorney could 
not talk with me as previously 
stated, he did advise the building 
committee to file the petition for 
a waiver. It appearers also from 
information that while Mr. Seiler, 
in the name of his church and 
Jesus Christ (his words) diseus- 
sed with me the solution for the 
problem, members of the building 
committee were in consultation 
with the City Attorney and Zone 
Board member toward making the 
Ordinance fit the proposed con- 
struction. It could reasonably be 
assumed that had not the City At- 
torney in partiality promoted the 
interests of the other side to the 
controverysy, the whole matter 
would have been resolved in a 
friendly manner, and the law not 


; Violated, 


We then went to court, asking 


October 10, Monday, I called at! among other things, that the con- 


struction be stopped. The judge 
did not grant us the injunction, 
neither did he dismiss the bill of 
complaint as petitioned for by Mr. 
Downs in behalf of the church 
people. I was-instructed by coun- 
sel to watch that the construction 
did not violate the law. Repeated- 
ly I begged the church people to 
not continue the construction in 
that final decision had not yet 
been rendered. As you know, 
work continued. That is how the 
case stands today. The last hear- 
ing was scheduled for May, but it 
did not take place. It is going to 
be very difficult for me to keep 
the city name out any longer. I 
have already had to argue about 
it with the lawyers. 

Should the Council, or any 
member of it, wish further infor- 
mation, I hope you will not hesi- 
tate to ask for it. I have nothing 
to conceal, nothing to be ashamed 
of, I have violated no law, nor in- 
jured my neighbor. T have always 
tried to be a good citizen and a 
good neighbor, 

I do not blame the Presbyterian 
chureh as such. I know the blame 
rests on a small handful of its 
members. Sometimes I question 
the wisdom of the hush hush idea. 
Perhaps it would be a service to 
the church if all its member were 
told the full story, and it would 
certainly help to promote justice, 
and fair play. 

But a short time ago we wit- 
nessed scandal and dishonor at- 
tached to the name of our city. 


decided to discuss this later, when 
we could see. 

In a general visit before we 
parted, I asked why the church 
commenced construction without 
a building permit. I also pointed 
out that I would not press the le- 
gal angle, but if Ordinance were 
studied I was sure the project 
could not be built at all. Mr. Sei- 
ler then emphatically assured me 
that under no condition would 
the church go ahead with the 
construction if contrary to the 
law. 

When I reached home on Tues- 
day evening, October 11, a letter 
awaited me, inviting me to come 
to a Zone Appeal Board meeting 
to be held the next morning, at 
10:00 AM, to consider the peti- 
tion of the church building com- 
mittee to waive rear yard restric- 
tions in the Ordinance. I phoned 
Mr. Seiler and asked him what 
this meant in view of our pleasant 
discussion and probable solution 
of the problem the evening he- 
fore. He remarked that the com- 
mittee felt that the city made the 
laws and it could change them, I 
asked about the discussion that 
he and I agreed to hold, and re- 
ceived no answer. [ cailed him 
again two or three times, without 
any success. 

On Wednesday morning, Octo- 
ber 11, I went to the Zone Baard 
hearing. Mrs. Nowland, Mr. 
Al Rogers appeared, with Mr. 
Downs acting as chairman. After 
preliminary remarks, [ objected 
that I was not given sufficient 
{ime to ohtain counsel should this 
become an important meeting, and 
because of that should a ruling he 
made injurious to my cause I 
could not. possibly accept it. T was 
assured by Mr. Downs that the 
purpose of the hearing was to 
bring the two sides together to 
iron out differences. Mr. Downs 
then stated that he did not phone 
me as the office promised because 
he was the City Attorney and alsa 
a member of the Zone Board. I 
waa shown the petition for waiver, 
which did not specifically mention 
anything, and upon inquiry waa 
told that the construction was too | 
near our lot line. About the only; 


We did what we could as good 
citizens, to prevent it. We had the 
sad experience of seeing our ad- 
ministration go to court to de- 
fend the right to steal and violate 
sacred trust. We heard false tes- 
timony given to accomplish this 
end. We were told of false docu- 
ments being signed to obtain the 
bond money. 

Now we seem to be facing sanic- 
thing which is equally serious, 
and I ask you gentlemen to put 
yourselves in my place and ap- 
praise the situation honestly. And 
if you have time, I invite you to 
study the testimony given and the 
ruling of the court. The hearing 
on the petition to dismiss the bill 
of complaint has not yet heen 
held. It seems that I should not 
have been foreed into the heart- 
aches and expense of a legal ac- 
tion toward having the Zone Or- 
dinanece enforced, when it was the 
duty of the City, and still is. 

This, of course, is most bitter to 
me because it is our home. We 
never can enjoy the same happi- 
ness in it as in the past, over 
looking all other clements. It 
eould be your home. I have not 
asked for anything that is not al- 
ready intended for me within the 
laws and Christian morals, I have 
pleaded only for security and pro- 
tection, not only for our home, 
but also for every other home in 
East Jordan. 

On this point there can be no 
compromise. The obligation of 
good citizenship does not permit 
it. 

The Ordinance prescribes a per 
day penalty for a building con- 
structed in violation. Once again 
Task the City to do its duty, with 
impartiality. 

Within our city borders already 
exist monuments which will here- 
after be pointed to as symbols of 
dishonor. Must we have more? 

I do not seck penalties against 
anyone. I wish only to accomplish 
what is right, and to obtain jus- 
tice within law and order.
